I am writing to express the concern of the City about the possi- 
bility of the Main Post Office being removed from Rochester. 
With substantial public and private support and investment, the 
City has undertaken a sustained effort to improve its Central 
Business District, upgrade its housing stock, and strengthen its 
industrial base. Though only 48th in size of population, Rochester 
has the 13th largest renewal program, and is also carrying out 
major improvements financed locally. An important goal is to 
increase the supply of available jobs, expecially those which 
would be convenient to low income families. Removal of the Main 
Post Office would undermine this effort, and in addition would 
represent a blow to our redevelopment program. 


Rochester has an excellent highway system connecting its Central 
Districts with all parts of its metropolitan area; in addition, 
the airport is only minutes away. As lI understand it, the prin- 
cipal obstacle to a center city location is the desire of the 
postal service to have about 35 acres for its new facilities. 
Naturally, a parcel of this siae within the center city is not 

a practical possibility, and from a financial point of view, it 
would not be desirable to the City to remove this amount of land 
from the local tax rolls. However, the City urges that the Post 
Office give serious consideration to a cleared parcel 15 acres 
in size within our Upper Falls Renewal Area, several block north 
of the Main Post Office. The site is adjacent to an industrial 
district along St. Paul Street, and is not far from the Inner 
Loop expressway system. I realize that reducing the parcel to 
this size may not represent the optimum situation for the postal 
service, but request that you consider this seriously in the in- 
terests of the City.

The U.S. Postal Service intends to 
build a regional postal facility on a 30- 
acre site on Jefferson Road in Henrietta, 
according to a Henrietta town council- 
man. 

Councilman Charles H. Schmidt Jr., 
said he learned yesterday from an “‘In- 
formed source” that the postal service 
had selected a site on the south side of 
Jefferson Road, west of Saginaw Drive. 

The postal service, he said, isin a posi- 
tion to close a deal on the land, possibly 
by the weekend. 

William E. Finn, Rochester post- 
master, said last night that the postal 
service had made a decision, but that it | 
hadn't been rnade public. 

Earlier this year, when plans -¢ bulid 
a $22 million, 335,000 square-foot postal 
facility were announced, Finn said it was 
“anticipated in Henrietta.” 

The new facility is expected to encom- 
pass the whole mail processing operation 
for Rochester. 

The new facility would combine the 
services offered at the main post office 
and the bulk mail services offered in 
Henrietta. 

Spokesmen for the postal service say 
the main office on Cumberland Street 
will be used as a finance station, and 
that lobby services, such as lock boxes, 
parcel post stamp purchaser and letler 
drops, will be continued.

The initial work devoted to developing prospective sites took place on November 1968. 
From the beginning liaison was maintained with varicus cepartments of the City 
including the Office of the City Manager, Planning Department Staff, b. D.C. office 
relating to Urban Renewal land, the Assessor's oifice for maps and other documentation 
data, 


From the outset the City has expressed a preference for this facility to be outside the 


* inner core of the city (see copies of letters attached). The first contact was made by 


Mr. Morris Kreppel who was formally an employee of the Post Office Department 
and subsequently retired from the Corps of Engineers, A verification with Mr. Kreppel 
confirmed that informal liaison was mainta.ned from November 1968 until February 
1969 with the city offices indicated previously. In 1971 Mr. Patrick J. Lovett served 
as a Realty Specialist in connection with a proposal ir which an existing building was 
ffered by General Dynamics Corporation. Mr. Lovett cxplained that he personally cid 
not contact a city official but that a Mr. Boles who represented the General Dynamics 
Corporation was coordinating with the city because the city was a prospective occupant 
along with the Posial Service. As a matter of information the city was notified oy 
Mr. Boles resulting from an action by Mr. Amos Coffman, Secretary, CIC, in late 
May 1971 that the General Dynamics Property was not acceptable to Postal Service. 


The tone established in these various contacts set the attitude adopted by Mr. Milton 
Beers who was the last specialist invelved in developing site criteria. Mr. Beers 
called upon the offices mentioned above during the months of January and February 
1973 and his last visit to city offices was in April 1973. Mr. Beers notified me that 
he did not make contact with ine City Manager's office; however, he did call on other 
offices. He explained further that his activity in these contacts were Cone in sucha 
manner as to protect the confidential nature of his work which is consistent with 
instruction from this office. We Teel certain that the other contacts were made in the 
same manner.

Dear Mr. Horton: 


Almost one year ago, in August 1974, the Monroe County Planning Board wrote 
you to express our concern about the impending actions of the Unitec States 
Postal Service and the AMTRAK Corporation with respect to their proposed 
abandonments of locations in downtown hochester. That concern was expressed 
in a unanimous resolution of the Board, adopted on August 14, 1974, which 
was transmitted to you with that letter. Both the letter and the resolu- 
tion are enclosed again for your information. Their essence deals, of 
course, with the fact that this Board is vitally concerned about the future 
of the central business district of the City of Rochester and would look 
with considerable alarm upon proposed actions that would have the effect 

of weakening the importance of this critical area of our region. In addi- 
tion to the substance of the matter, it shou!d also be noted that the Board 
was equally concerned about the manner in which these activities seemed to 
be progressing; that is, without any contact whatsoever with the local 
jurisdictions involved and their planning arms in perticviar. 


Since that time the reaction of the AMTRAK Corp. to these concerns has 
been, while not ideal, at least responsive. They have, as you probably 
know, elected to reconstruct their Rochester facility in the central busi- 
ness district and have generally attempted to take account of the planning 
objectives of the City of Rochester and County of Monroe in this respect. 
There are still some concerns with respect t9 the exact nature of that 
facility but that is not the purpose of this letter. 


Just recently, this Board discovered that an environmental assessment of 
the proposed relocated Post Office facility had been prepared. After eb- 
taining and reviewing a copy of the environmental assessment it is our 
judgment that the assessment goes not comply with the intent of the National 
Environmental Protection Act and it is that concern that I wish to bring 
to your attention. In essence, the assessment (which was actually accom- 
plished over a year ago) confined its investigation to an analysis of the 
environmental effects of the construction of a relocated facility on a 
specific site in the Town of Henrietta. We would concede that the con- 
struction of the kind of facility being anticipated on that particular 
site would have very little effect on that particular site and the sur- 
rounding lands. That is net the relevant question however. The real

question, in our opinion, is the effect on downtown Rochester caused by 
the relocation of the postal. facility. A full environmental assessment 
must address that question in terms of the removal of this facility from 
its present location and the environmental impact this relocation will 
have on the area surrounding the vacated site. The assessment explicitly 
states that it is not concerned with that problem, nor with any other 
alternatives to the proposed action of the Postal Service, and on this 
basis, reaches the conclusion that a full environmental impact statement 
is not necessary. This is a totally inadequate response to the intent 
and purposes of the National Environmental Protection Act. 


t the August 13, 1975, meeting of the Monroe County Planning Board, this 
question was raised by a Planning Board member representing the City of 
Rochester. She brought to the Board's attention a recent resolution of 
the City Planning Commission expressing its concern about this inadequacy, 
and noted that copies of that reoslution had also been communicated to 
you. 


It was the unanimous opinion of the Board members present that I communi- 
cate the Board's support of that resolution to you as well, in light of 

this Board's year-old concern with this matter. We are sure that when 

you apprise yourself of the contents of the Environmental Assessinent you 
will agree that the congressional purpose of NEPA has not been cr mplied 
with, and we trust that you will do what you can to correct this deficiency. 
If the Monroe County Planning Board can be of any further assistance to 

you in providing you with additional information in this matter, please 

do not hesitate to contact us. Thank you for any consideration you can 
give to this matter.

Postmaster General E. T. Klassen has asked me to reply to your 
letter of February 11, 1974, wherein you conmented upon the 
location of the new Rochester General Mail Facility. 


Real Estate representatives from both the Corps of Engineers and 
the Postal Service made visits to the City of Rochester Urban 
Renewal Office, Planning Conmission and Engineering Department 
during the period from January to October 1973. 


In our quest far possible sites of approximately 36 acres for 

this facility, five were considered within the downtown area. Two 
were too small, one had an environnent improper for our use and 

the other two (Urban Renewal land) required excessive site prepara- 
tion expense and were poorly located for our purposes. If the 
planned Genessee Expressway had not been diverted from the Inner 
Loop, we would have given further consideration to the Urban Renewal 
Sites. . 


In order that customer services for the downtown area be maintained, 
our plan is to provide a new finance/lockbox and carrier station 
near the old Post Office. 


I trust that the above facts will provide you with an understanding 
of why we did not locate the General Mail Facility in the downtown

IT note that the primary reason for the Post Office 
reqhirement of 35 acres is a one-level plan. There is. a 
considerable bedy of planning talent that considers this 
method of spece planning both wasteful and shortsighted. 

Two significunt examples are the subdivision buildess who 
promoted the early suburban sprawl, and the strip shopping 
center developers. Both gravitated to the expedient solution 
of available land and "practical" avoidance of problems, and 
both will, in the next decade, impose on their community 
extraordinary demands for curing the 'scatteration' problem. 


It would seem that the Post Office could implement 
some verticai adaptation to the mechanization which they 
propose. To accept that Nonroe County, with a population of 
700,000, requires 35 acres implies that New York City would 
require almost 400 acres. 


I also fail to see why the contemplated placement 


of a facility of this size should be “undisclosed” at this 
time. Are we saying that a major 35-acre facility, with 
heavy traffic-generating capability will be placed within a 
community without consultation or discussion on the Community 
and County Master Plan? If so, many people are wasting a lot 
of their good time on planning boards.

Our initial investigation of the feasibility of using this 51.5 acre 
00,909 square foot facility for postal purposes has been completed. 
On the basis of this investigation, which involved an extensive on- 
the-site study of the facility, an estimate of the cost of modifying 

the plant to make it suitable for postal use, anda complete economic 
analysis of the financial consequences of purchasing the plant and 
proceeding with the extensive modification necessary, the Postal 
Service has decided that it is not feasible to use this plant for 

postal purposes. 


There is a possibility with respect to the extensive site surrounding 
this plant that should be mentioned. Within the next one or two years 

it is possible that the + ostal Service will be interested in acquiring 

30 acres of the 51.5 acre site upon which the General Dynamics plant 

is located. 1 mention this because the educational use of the facility 
being considered by the City of Rochester may not require the extensive 
acreage which now comprises the site, Thus, it could be that the 
intereste of the Postal Service and the City of Rochester would not 

be in conflict, at least insofar as this part of the property is concerned.

PROJECT DESCRIPTION 


A. This project is to be known as “United States Post Office and 
Vehicle Maintenance Facility", Rochester, New York.

to the New York State Thruway. It is also easy to reach 
via state route 15 and 15A that would be traveled between 
Elmira NY and Rochester NY.

is less than 1/2 hour. The major problem is that this land 
is zoned Residential. The township supervisor was not 
receptive to a zoning change.

C - ENGINEERING SOILS INVESTIGATION 


: This section involves an investigation of the subsurface conditions existing 
in the Outer Loop Industrial Complex as they may relate to structural foundation 
“and site-development cost factors. Subsurface conditions become of critical 
importance in determining the location and extent of the area's load-bearing 
capacity which, in turn, determines the locations within the site that can be 
economically developed with regard to utility installation and building construction. 
Any future development plan, therefore, would be required to conform to the 
constraints imposed by soil conditions. The findings of this investigation also 
provide information that will be useful to City departments that may be involved 
in the development of the area, as well as utility companies and any future 


developers and constructors. 


( * 
\ 1 - Subsurface Conditions 
Much of the Outer Loop Industrial Complex area has been used for the past 
12 years and is currently being used for the disposal of residue from the three ® 


city incinerators, including the West Side incinerator which is within the area. 
Also, bulk refuse which cannct be incinerated or otherwise reduced in volume 
is being burned in the active portions of the refuse disposal areas of the site. 
Some of the bulk refuse comes from a few of the adjoining towns as well as the 
City of Rochester. An examination of the subsurface conditions within the 
study area was made by Ebasco in 1964. The new borings were taken for this 


report. 
a) Exploration 


During September 1964, the entire area which was accessible toa heavy, 
truck-mounted, auger drill was explored on a 300-foot grid. The borings were 
24 inches in diameter and were carried to refusal. Boring locations are shown

nbers circled on this drawing were not drilled because of inaccessibility 


or inability to obtain the owne r's consent for drilling. 


A total of 109 holes was drilled. Therefore, the program was sub- 


stantially completed. 
All borings were logged by a professional engineer. 
b) Findings 


The results of the subsurface exploration are contained on drawing 
numbers G-180825, 180826 and 180827, shown in Appendix A in the form of 


subsurface profiles. 


Subsurface conditions throughout the area explored are simple and fairly 
uniform. 'Rock" or auger refusal was found at depths varying from a foot or 
two to a maximum of 24 feet. In some instances the material classed as "Rock" 
could be a boulder formation overlying bedrock. However, whenever there was 

, ‘oubt, as judged by the roughness of the drilling operation, another boring was 


made nearby. 


According to the geologic map of New York State the underlying bedrock 
formation is dolomite or dolomitic limestone, and in the northern portion of 
the study area perhaps Rochester shale. In the present context it is of no 
practical significance as to which type exists as each is entirely capable of 
supporting the contemplated loads. Our findings agree with the results of 
limited explorations previously made by the City in the northeastern portion of 


the study area. 


Glacial till was found overlying the rock at depths of one or two feet to 
as much as, in exceptional instances, 16 feet. This till varies from a sandy 
silt to sand, silt, gravel and boulders. Ground water was encountered in only 
a few of the borings at depths well below the ground surface. It is noted that 


the borings were made after a long dry season. 
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ei. 
Those portions of the area which have been used for refuse disposal 
were found to contain as much as 20 feet of such refuse for several of the 
borings. This refuse was found to consist of practically every conceivable form 


of trash and rubbish including tin cans, bottles, wire, bricks, rubber tires, 
mattresses, rags, etc. There was no difficulty in penetrating through this fill 


with the auger except in one case where a large mass of waste electrical conduit 


was encountered. 


In order that the significance of the subsurface findings may be more easily 
evaluated by those unfamiliar with the graphic representations as shown in the 
Appendix, a general representation of these findings is graphically shown on 
Diagram 1, following this page. Essentially, Diagram 1 shows, in isometric 

form, 12 east-west cross sections through the study area. The base elevation 
used for all cross sections is 510 feet, and boring hole locations correspond 
with those on Map 10. If the reader can visualize the subsurface profiles 

as representing vertical slices through the site, he can more readily grasp the 
visualization intended. Where data were not avaiiable, either because a boring 
( 1s not made ata particular location, or where the extent of a particular type 
of surface material was not known, a generalization was made. Of course, only 
the detailed boring charts in the Appendix can be considered technically correct. 
However, Diagram ! is considered to be a fairly accurate representation of 


existing conditions based on the 1964 borings. 


Another feature of Diagram 1 is that it shows the approximate finish grade 
of the study area when the land fill program would be completed. This finish 
grade has been approximated from a proposed grading plan as prepared by the 
City Department of Public Works within the past six years. We agree in the 
essential details of the proposed grading plan, except that in those areas where 
a conflict exists with present conditions, because of changes since the grading 
plan was made, a judgment was made which resulted in the general, future grade 
lines as represented on Diagram 1. It is estimated that there are approximately 
700,000 cubic yards of refuse disposal volume already within the Outer Loop 
Industrial Complex area bringing the topography of the study area to the proposed 
finished grade. We have not verified these grades but assume that City of 


~ achester has followed its plans and which are now complete. 
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The extent of the area which has been filled with refuse before the site 
was drilled in September 1964, is shown on drawing number G-180824. The 
maximum depth of such fill, as mentioned previously, is 20 feet. This depth 
is encountered in the area north of Emerson Street, in the northwest sector 
of the study area, which .* now the active location for the refuse fill operations. 
Depth of refuse fill in the older dump area south of Emerson Street is less, 
averaging about 10 feet. During the course of the refuse fill operation south of 
Emerson Street, conducted until about 1961, the area southeast of the Colfax- 
Emerson Street intersection was used primarily for the disposal of hard fill. 
The area southwest of the Emerson Street-Colfax Street intersection has been 


used for refuse of the kind found in the northwest sector. 


D - SITE DEVELOPMENT FACTORS 


The future development of the Outer Loop Industrial Complex area is 
related to the City's present refuse disposal area, This area affects the kind 


of land that could be made available for development within the study area 


( m a foundation viewpoint. Itis, therefore, very important that a clear 


exposition of this relationship be set forth. 
1 - Extent of Land Fill Operation 


Drawing G-180824, in the Appendix, shows the extent of the area which 
has been filled with refuse up to the time the site was drilled in September 1964. 
An additional outline has been added to approximate the total land fill area to 
1969. These areas are also shown on Map 10. The maximum depth of till as 
mentioned previously, is 20 feet. This depth is found in the active fill portion 
of the site, north of Emerson Street and west of Fisher Street. The depth of fill 
in the older dump areas south of Emerson Street averages about 10 feet. The 
subsurface soil profile sheets (in the Appendix) and Diagram | represent the 


depth of fill in the various areas. 


2- Foundation Requirements 


Because of the nature of the refuse fill and its inherent compressibility under 
ad, any future buildings, underground utilities, railroads and streets would 


pe affected. Any development plan must recognize the constraints imposed by 


the soil subsurface conditions. 
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a) Buildings 


There are three classes of foundations that will be required within 
the study area as a result of the various conditions found within it. These 
foundations would be those requiring 1) grade beams, 2) footings on till, 


and 3) pilings to rock. 


In the rock areas, where rock is 4 feet or less below the surface, 
grade beams would be adequate for foundations. Allowable bearing in 
such areas is approximately 10 tons per square foot or more. Very heavy 


structures could be supported directly on the rock. 


Those areas with underlying glacial till, 4 feet or more to rock, would 
require grade beams founded on footings. In these areas bearing values of 
2 tons per square foot can be effectively hancled. The footings for these 
foundations would be founded on till formation telow the frost line. For de- 

( ign purposes load tests should be performed « \ the till. Nevertheless, an 
allowable bearing capacity of 2 tons per square foot is adequate to comply 
with the requirements of most light manufacturing uses. Where very heavy 
structures are required, in cases where till is quite deep, piles or caissons 
(driven or augered to rock) would be used. However, we are assuming that 
the estimated 2 tons per square foot would comply with most light manufacturing 
requirements, and very heavy structures would be placed in areas with rock 


underlying 4 feet or less below the surface. 


In those areas which have been filled, building floor slabs would be required 


to be founded on concrete filled steel pipe piles dri: en to refusal. Light, flexible, metal 


or timber buildings could be supported on a reinforced concrete mat placed on 


the surface of the fill provided the function of the building would not be adversely 


affected by differential settlement. 


However, it is assumed that such buildings 
would be used only in exceptional cases. Therefore, any building founded in 


the fill areas would require piling support. 
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Map 11 shows the areas requiring the three types of foundations 
vider present conditions. Map 11 also shows the new fill area which would be 
required to have pilings for foundations because these areas are filled by 
incinerator residue or other such fill. Acreages for each type of foundation 


are shown on the following page. 
b) Utilities 


Except for a small area with underlying rock at or near the surface in 
the northwest corner of the study area, no major problems are anticipated 
with respect to the installation of underground utilities. Those areas with 
underlying glacial till present no difficulties. However, in those areas that have 
been filled as a result of the refuse disposal operations a few comments are 


worth noting. 


Utility lines can safely be supported in the fill areas provided that they are 


placed after the fill has been surcharged adequately for several months, speeding 


up the consolidation process of the fill. 


Because of the possibility of differential settlement, additional slope over 
that normally used should be provided on gravity lines for sewer and any other 
utilities of this type. It is recommended that the elevations of the high points on 
such lines be increased by 5 percent of the depth of the underlying fill. Short 
pipe joints (4 feet to 6 feet) also should be used to provide greater flexibility. 
Some settlement of manholes can also be expected; but no great difficulties are 


expected for such facilities. 


Underground electrical conduits and gas mains would not be affected by the 


conditions found in the fill areas. 


With respect to water lines,special attention to joints is needed to prevent 


fissures in the event that settlement does occur. 
c) Railroads 


Railroad sidings that could be connected with the existing Penn Central or 
B&O Railroad freight lines would not be greatly affected by any of the soil conditions 


encountered in the study area. However, it may be necessary to readjust railroad

A survey was performed at the Rochester Main Post Office by Sargent-Webster-Crenshaw & Folley 
on 12 November 1973. This facility was built in 1933 by Gordon & Koelber as a main post office 
and is currently being used as a main post office. 


The general condition of this facility can only be reported as fair to poor in regards to working 
condition of this building which needs much work. 


A listing of the deficiencies follows: 


ie The parking and maneuvering space at this tacility is undersize. 
2: Provide one ramp for the handicapped. 
3. Pavement needs patching and sealing. 
4, Walls, ceilings, and doors require painting. 
as Lay-on acoustic tile is required to cover piping. 
6. Floors need refinishing. 
7: No toilet available on first floor. 
8. Plumbing fixtures are in poor shape and need replacing. 
o- Locker rooms do not meet criteria. 
10. Space for office rooms are not available on the current floors. New orea 
would be required. 
TW: Provide emergency signs, and manload signs. 
12. Repair stairways. 
13. Replace plywood walis with gypsum walls and paint. 
14, Review the fire protection 
15% Provide new drinking fountains. 
16. Provide proper ventilation. 
WZ: Workroom and lunch room exceeds noise criteria. 
18. Dock area does not conform to climatological criteria. 
192 Lighting is generally below criteria and need upgrading. 
20. Electrical work on panels is required. 


As this facility is listed as interim, we urge that every effort is made to replace it as soon as 
possible. Our survey found no item that was an immediate danger, however, the general working 
condition for the large number of people is critical. By making this recommendation, we thereivre 
suggest that only those items which are absolutely necessary be accomplished at this facility. 

An example of this is the ventilation problem, rehabilitation of the toilet facilities. Some general 
lighting changes and the slippery floors. 


It will be almost impossible to do the major work without interfering with the USPS service since 
this building operate on three tours. For just this reason, it is imperative that some of these problems 
be remedied.

Site 5 (Brighton) has existing but limited low-to-average in- 
come housing. The average rental housing is higher than the 
other surveyed townships. Average homes were also higher in 
cost. Although minority groups are represented in the town- 
ship, it was generally felt that any influx of persons would 


have a reserved reception. 


A report of these findings was made in conference with the 


District Manager, Postal Service Headquarter representatives, 
and Corp of Engineers. Sites 2, 5 and 6 were selected for

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SECTION 14 
DESCRIPTION OF MAIL HANDLING SYSTEMS 


GENERAL 


The new Rochester, New York Mail Handling Facility will essentially 
be a single floor operation with a public lobby (yet to be estab- 
lished) and office section, Truck platforms, 30", 42", and 52” will 
be located primarily on one side of the structure. Support areas 
and employee facilities will be located primarily around the perim- 
eter of the workroom, The building has been designed and located 
with the Vehicle Maintenance Facility on the proposed site to permite 
maximum maneuverability of vehicles to and from the platform and 
parking areas to adjacent traffic patterns. An enclosed parking 
area will be provided for carrier vehicles near carrier section as 
shown on Drawing MEEPS-1-1. 


PLATFORMS 


All loading and unloading platforms will be located “on one side of the 
structure. Platforms will be 35 feet wide with dock heights of 30", 
42", and 50". An additional position for trash collection has been 
provided at the 30" dock. One dock leveler has ‘een provided at the 

42" dock and one ac the 50" dock. These may be relocated to suit. 

The remainder of all other truck spaces at the platform will be provided 
with flip type ramos. Weather seals for entire platform must also be 
provided. 


LOBBY AND OFFICE AREAS 


The main office complex and lobby will be located at the one end of 
the building, separated from the workroom by support area as shown 
on Drawing MEEPS-1-2. Off street parking for customers and office 
personnel should be provided adjacent to office area, including 
official parking. 


WORKROOM 


Major mail processing equipment consists of a mechanized monorail system 
serving the inbound outbound preferential pouched and sacked mails and 
the inbound outbound non-preferential sacks. Three unloading conveyors 
will feed this monorail. The monorail will include three floor loading 
dispatch areas. 


DESCRIPTION OF MAIL HANDLING SYSTEM 

1. Preferential 
Transit and city pouches and preferential sacks will be loaded onto 
the extendible conveyors to the pouch/sack slide then coded at the 


monorail luading station for transport te their respective opening 
areas. 
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Mixed collections mail will pass through a centralized system 
to feed five direct feed facer cancellers. Also included are 
six letter sorting machines which will have a loose pack area 
with monorail dispatch. 


Non-Preferential 


The monorail has been planned with a slide which has a five 
position loading station for coding inbound pouches and sacks 
from trucks. The monorail will discharge to any of the following 
coded positions, in addition to preferential sorts above. 


a. Seven slides to gravity conveyors for city parcel post 
area. 


One to chute and sawtooth for fifth diget city circulars 
and papers area. 


Two to chutes and gravity conveyors, city circulars and 
paper sacks, at the flats and SPR's areas. 


The outgoing circulars and papers slide. 


One to a chute and gravity conveyor for newspaper and priority 
parcel post area. Also one to city transit & pouching area. 


Three to direct runouts with extendible lcading conveyors. 
(BMC, AMF, Elmira). 


Four preferential/non-preferential sawtooths in the truck ter- 
minal area. 


Also three in-house dispatch loading stations for preferential/ 
non-preferential dispatch to truck termina! 


The remainder of the operational layout will be manual. 


An enclosed area for carrier parking will be located with exits directly 
adjacent to the area from the carrier case set-up section. 


Provisions have been made in the design to permit expansion of work- 
room, support, platform, and the carrier parking area to meet the 20 
year planning requirements. 


DESCRIPTION OF INTERCOMMUNICATION SYSTEM 


The proposed communication system will consist of master stations 
esignated by block triangles shown on Drawing MEEPS-1-2. This system 
is designed to allow additional stations to be added in the future. 

In addition, a paging system will be included to permit announcements 
to all employees in workroom areas. 
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The attached chart reflects the preliminary planning for the 
required master intercommunication stations. This chart includes 
the station numbers shown on Drawing "Systems Layout for Mail 
Processing" MEEPS-1-2. The capability of each station to call 
other stations is shown by reading across the horizontal lines.

BACKGROUND 
Rochester is a highly industrialized city situated 
in the northwestern tier cf New York between Buffalo 
and Syracuse. Three of the major businesses are Eastman 
Kodak, Xerox, and Bausch & Lomb; all of whom employ a 
large percentage of highly skilled professional, scien- 


t4fic and technical personnel. The city is on a main 


line of the Penn-Central railroad and is served by three 


airlines. Lake Ontaric, the northern boundary of the city, 


provides a connection to the St. Laurence Seaway and the 
New York State Barge Canal.

Plans for a new Rochester Post Office date as far back

There are many configuration deficiencies in the MPO 
which add costly time to the mail processing operation.

Space Shortages ~- A summary of the space deficiency is 
shown in Exhibit VI. The existing operating space of 
235,502 gross square feet, dncluding over 40,000 square 
feet of window less low-ceiling basement, is almost 
100,000 square feet less than the 325,912 square feet 
required. The basement should not be used for postel 


operations. 


The MPO cannot be enlarged horizontally due to the conr- 
strictions of the 3 acre site which is bound by city 
streets on ali four sides.

the new GMF and the VMF, and the loss of capital from 


the sale of the MPO property eliminated this approach. 


CONCLUSION AND RATIONAL 
The present situation at Rochester fails to meet Postal 
Service facility criteria. The working conditions are 
substandard, a space shortage exists, and the split 
operation is costly. The two most viable solutions 
to the mail processing problem have been examined; 


Alternate A, renovated MPG and New Annex and Alternate B, 


e 
new General Mail Facility. The investments, operating 


expenses, and residual values for the two alternatives 
were projected through 1986 and an economic analysis 
was conducted to compare them against each other (see 


Exhibit VIII). 


The new GMF (Alternate B) would require a gross dnvest- 
ment of $20,794,000 which is $2,932,000 higher than 

the investment required for renvovatiou of the MPO. and 
construction cf a new Annex (Alternate A). Hewever, 

the operating expenses of the CME would be $570,000 iover 
than those of the Split Operation for the first year of 
the study anc vould ie $580,006 Jower duving the last 
year. The additional investment provides a DGF-RKOR of 


22% over the 10-year period. 
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An economic analysis was also conducted for tne two 
vehicle maintenance alternatives; new VMF, Alternate 1, 
and contract all vehicle maintenance activities, Alter- 


nate 2. The investment of $1,083,000 for a new VMNF 


provides a 29% DCF-ROR. 


The cash flows of the proposed new GHF/VMF have been con- 
pared to continuing the present operation and the results 
are shown in the Project Cash Flow Chart of Exhibit JX. 
This chart reflects the ecunomies of the total project 
such as the savings of additional LSM mechanization, 

mail processing consolidation, new facility maintenance, 


and improved transportation utilization. 


The new GHF and VHF are therefore justified on a basis 

of economic benefits, environmental and space improvements, 
aad service inprovements resulting from a more efficient 

mail processing operation. pochuaret and Elmira are present +7 
only partially meeting the 95% service criteria (see 


Exhibit XII).

ECONOMIC ANALYSIS 


The actual anticipated dollar cash flow for the two neil 
processing alternatives - Alternative A, Split Operation 

and Alternative B, new GMF - is shown in Table VIII-1 for 
the newine of study through 1986. Alternative B, a new 

GMF, requires $2,932,000 additional investment over Alterna- 
tive A, a Split Operation, and provides a Discounted Cash 
Flow - Rate of Return of 27% over the 10-year operating 


period. 


Investment details of the two alternatives and the VNF are 
shown in Table VIII-2.

The anticipated cash flow of the new GMF and VMF was compared 
to the anticipated cash flow of the present situation (keeping 
the existing MPO, VMF, and leased annex) to demonstrate the 


overall monetary effect of the proposal t% build a new 


postal facility. 


Table IX-l1 tabulates the annual net cash outflow as the dif- 
ference between the aie outflow and the annual inflow and 
savings. The outflow represents investments and working 
capital. Investments are primarily for land, building, and 
mechanization equipment; whereas working capital is for 
vehicles, furniture and mail handling equipment. Net 
depreciation was calculated for building, vehicles, mecha- 
nization, equipment, and furniture but was not included in 
the cash outflow since depreciation 4s not an item of aciual

SERVICE STANDARDS - ROCHESTER, NY 


In order to insure that expeditious mail delivery is maintained, service 
standards have been established which define the areas for overnight 

mail delivery, two day delivery, and three day delivery. In gencral, 
overnight delivery is required in the locel area and adjacent ereas, 
second day delivery is required within a 600 mile radius and third day 
delivery is outside that radius. The Postal Service's goal is to deliver 
95% of the mail within the established service standards. The overnight 
and second day delivery areas for Rochester and Elmira are listec in 


Table XII - l. 


The ODIS Origin - Destination Information System provides a measure of 


how well the service standards are being met. Figure XII - 1 shows the 
ODIS measured performance of Rochester and Elmira for first-class stenpe¢ 
mail. Geeraionk delivery generally exceeds the 952% criterla. However. 
delivery in the three day area falls slightly below standard, and tvo dey 
delivery seldom weets established goals. The degradation of service ¢éurin2 


the winter holiday season is markedly noticeable on the fipure.

Mr. Codding offered a brief prayer, following which the 
Board reviewed the minutes of the meeting held cn Noverber 5, 
1973. The minutes and all of the actions and proceedings 
reported therein were ratified, confirmed and approved in 
all respects by the Board. 
Mr. Nicholson briefed the members on the proposed renewal 

of the Postal Service's contract with its outside auditors, 
Exnst & Ernst. After a short discussion, the Boer 


that it would be appropriate for the Audit Cemnittee to consider 
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this matter and to sepprt back to the Boerd prior to final. 
Board action. 

Mr. Jones described the impact of the current energy situa- 
tion on the Postal Service and outlined measures thet hac been 
taken to conserve fuel wherever possible without uncve degrada- 
tion of service levels. Mr. Jones pointed out that emerging 
fuel shortages significantly threatened existing levels of 
gervice, observing by way of example that diversion of tratiie 
from bighway transportation to “piggy-back" rail transportation 
might reduce Diesel fuel consumption by about 4% (roughly four 
million gallons) but at the same time delay mail deliveries 
by from one to three days. A generat discussion of the fuel 

shortage followed, during which Mr. Wright described the over- 
all background of the problem and the prospects for eventually 
overcoming it, noting that the Postal Service is in a good 
position to promote public awareness of the need to conserve fuel. 

Mr. Bailar reported on the current status if the Cost ‘of 
Living Council's review of the proposed increases in postal 
rates that are planned to take effect on January 5,1974,. sun- 
marizing the pubiic hearing which the Council had held on the 
proposed rate increases in mid-November and noting that a deci- 
sion by the Council was expected in the near future. 

The Board then discussed the proposed capital investment 


projects for new general mail facilities at Miami, Florida, 


and Rochester, New York, £ull descriptious and analyses of

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these projects having been having been furnished ‘the members 
in advance of the meeting. Following the discussion, and 
upon motion duly made, seconded, and unanimously carried, 
the Board approved the projects at an estimated total project 
cost for the Miami facility in the amount of $28,964,000 
($28,530,000 net new capital investment since $434,000 for 
mechanization were previously funded and have been expended) 
and at an estimated total project cost for the Rochester 
facility in the amount of $21,877,000. 

Mr. James Schorz, Director, Office of Advertising, then 
joined the meeting, accempanied by Mr. Thomas Engel, and 
the Board reviewed film strips of recent public service adver- 
tising (at no cost to the Postal Service) promoting "mail 
early" and energy conservation messages that particularly 
emphasizedthe importance of earlier mailings of Christmas 
mail. Mr. Dorsey advised the Board that early signs indicated 


that the "mail ely" campaign was proving to be successful. 


Mg." Kappel raised the question of the schedule for Board 


meetings during 1974, pointing out that the "first Tuesday" 
in January would fall on New Year's Day. In accordance with 
section 3.2 of the Bylaws, the January meeting was rescheduled 
for Thursday, January 10, 1974. 

In accordance with the Operating Procedures of the Board, 


Mr. Klassen recommended adjustments in the salaries of Messrs. 
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Brower, Gentile, Jones, and Sormerkarp and the Boerd decided 
to approve the Postmaster General's recommendatiors. Mr. 
Klassen advised the members that he had decided to appoint 
Mr. James R. Glassco, Jr., as Treasurer of the Postal Service 
and the Board approved the Postmaster General's recormenda- 
tion with respect to an appropriate salary for Mr. Glassco. 
Mr. Kappel reviewed with the members a letter that he 
proposed to send to the President of the United States, the 
President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, forwarding the Postmaster General's Annual 
Report for fiscal year 1973, in accordance with the require- 
ments of the Postal Reorganization Act (39 U.S.C. §240 
The members unanimously agreed with the proposed letter and 
the Secretary was instructed to transmit the Report to the 
President and the Congress.

Al. General. To be dons properly, assessments require uy rigorous 
and thorough examination in detail to evaluate the effect the pro- 
posed project will have on man and his environment. In the early 
pkases of project development, emphasis should be given to the 
altcrmatives and evaluation of each in light ofall factors. Inu 
addition to the ecological and environmental quality aspects, man's 
aesthetic, social well-being, and human interests must be examined.

Contrary to the opinions cf some 
decision makers and environmental activists, significant effects 
both detrimental and beneficial should be discussed. Even if 

on balance, the net effect is expected to be beneficial, an environ- 
mental impact assessment must be prepared. Documented assessments 
are required for projects that are not major actions or noncontro- 
versial in orcer to dezonstrate that the environmental consequences 
were adequately considered in compliance with FL 91-190. :

A3.__ Determination of Inpacts. The initial step for an environ- 
mental impact assessment is an identification of changes that would 
be caused by the implementation of various alternatives. These 
changes may take place in: the amount of critical pollute-ts in 
the area; the aesthetic characteristics; the economic basc, the 
life patterns or culture of a tegion. To determine the changes 
produced by a specific alternative, it is necessary to relate the 
alternative to baseline conditions which describe the present day 
quality of the area. By this comparison, it is Possible to determine 
whether or not a change would occur. The changes are then translated 
into the indicators of ecology, environmental quality, aesthetics, 
and human interest. Impacts differ by geographic areas depending 

on the alternatives considered and the specific objective being | 
evaluated. They may have local, regional, and national effects. 

it is important to delineate the extent of the impacted arcas to 
insure that all the major changes are evaiuated*and thet time is 

not wasted discussing minor considerations. ' : :

A&. Structure for Imnact Assessment. The objective of ecology, 
environmental quality, aesthetics, and human interest provide the 
base for evalucting the izpacts of each alternative. Because these 
objectives are often open to broad interpretations duc to their 
general nacure, they should be discussed only in general terms. 
Figure A-0l1 shows the topics to be considered under cach objective. 


a. Ecolory. Many of man's actions affect nature by altering 
the relationships that exist between the various Crganisms and 
their environment. These actions can ccuse either temporary or 
permanent changes in processes or components, such as the growth, 
maintenance, and reproduction of organisms; the relationships that 
exist Letween organisms; and the entire ecosystem. By evaluating 
thase changes it is possible to determine the probable impact and 
the related importance of ~-0gical changes. Specifically, 
ecological changes may be categorized into the followin, components: ~ 
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(1) Species & Populations: Territorial (land); Aquitic 
(water) 


(2) Nabitats & Comaunitics: Territorial (land); Ajuatic 
(water) 


(3) Ecosystems: (Narrative description.only). 
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-4 b. Envirenzental Quality. Environmental quality involves 
Ate preservcticn or enhancerent ef the natural resources (land. 
water, air) possessing valucs which make them signilicant to ap 
ecosystem. The treatment and disposal of waste hus impact on 
man's health. Because toxic compounds, inficctions, or irrifating 
agents impact on the public health and gencral welfare of socicty, 
consideration in an ipact assessment is of utmost importance. 
Hygienic risk can be transferred to man through water and air 
directly or through other agents such as plants and animals. 
Environmental quality for humans may be evaluated by the following 
various pollution characteristics: 


(1) Water pollution 


(2) Air pollution 


(3) ‘Land pollution 


(4) Noise pollution. 


c. Aesthetics. Aesthetics pertains to the quality or condition 
of the environzent as perceived by individuals, including the 
sensing of tne presence or absence of color, odor, taste, smell, ~ 
and visual considerations. Individuals vary widely in their re- 
sponses to these extemal stimuli in the environment; thus, it is 
important to systematically consider and analyze the follcwing 
as paraneters in the conparison of alternatives:

d. Human Intcrest. Many of uan's actions affect other indi- 
widuals in society by changing necessities for human life, emotional 
lives, population density, impact on public services, tax structure 
or gencral enjoyment of life. Because man is included in the environ- 
mental system, these changes must be considered in the evaluation 
offalternatives. Social well-being involves the equitable distri- 
bution of income both real and psychic, and how this distribution 
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affects individuals or groups in society. Alternatives are evaluated 
gn terms of their impact upon hypicnic, aesthetic, an! social 
oppoitunity characteristics. By determining these chauycs and 
evaluating their significance, it is possible to assess human 
interest objectives, such as:

AS. Evaluation of Impacts Using an Impact Matrix.

The necessary informatien needed for the assessment of alternatives 
‘is determined by following the above prncedure of impact identi- 

* fication and evaluation. Numerous changes occur for. cach bascline 
objective -- ecology, environmental quality, aesthetics. human 
interest, and for each altermative. * general overview of the 
alternative impacts is difficult to obtain. An impact matrix 

may be used to focus on this general overview. 


b. Impact Matrix. The eavironmental impact matrix is a 
tool or method of transforming all the changes and their signifi- 
cance into several indices. The indices can then be easily used 
to completcly cvaluate each alternative. The matrix, Figure A-02, 
consists of a list of general indicators representing the four 
objectives on the left side of the matrix and across the top of 
the list of the alternatives to be evaluated. Each cell in the 
métrix represents a “subtotal of impace and significance. The 
valuc placed in cach of the cells in the matrix is determined 
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y judgement. This judsecent approach docs not appear to present 
a serious ljs.itatieon to the csystenatice cvuluation of object ives.

¢ Indicates that the major direction of the impacts 
represented by the indicator is positive or beneficial.

.+/- Indicates that there are two significant directions 
of the impacts represented by the indicator, positive 
and negative.

It is emphasized that these qualitat.ve values (+,0,-,+/-) indicate 
only a general direction of that indicator for the alternative 
considered. A negative (-) entry should be viewed as a “red flag" 
indicating possible problems or adverse impacts that could result 
from implementation of “he respective alternative. For this 

reason, matrix cell entries cannot be compared between altcrnatives, 
within an alternative, between objectives or totaled to obtain a 
single index value. To make this type of comparison it would be 
necessary to weigh each indicator and have quantitative as weil 

as qualitative values in each cell. It is generally felt that a 
weighted approach, while reducing the subjectivity of the evalu- 
ation, tends to add together factors too diverse to represent 

a true picture when the sums are considered. j. :
